Names of thoſe Yniverlities,vz.. of "@risy 
Orleans, Anjou, Tooloſe, Padua, &c. As at home, where, but 8, Perſons in the 
Univerlity of Oxford, ſubſcribed tie Letters of Divoree, inthe Name of that 
Univerſity; which Fraud, one of the Kings Emiflaryes, who-dyedat- Pruxeky, 
confefled; and alſo Gods wraMupontiem tor it, in theſe words ; I think few 
of thoſe Doftors are now living, Quit pretexto Academiarum nomine;- venali mi- 
nifterio Divortinm ſuaſerunt. Buc the Univerlities of Germany, and the gene- 
rality of the Learned, of all other Univerſities, withſtogd the Divorce ;- and 
wrote againſt it almoſt from all parts of Chrifenudomy as Cochle ws from Germa- 
"7, Schora from Flanders, Daarenus from France,' Alfonſus a Caftro from 
Spain, Gomeſins from Portugal, Cajetane from Italy , our Cardinal Poole, and 
our Roffenſir at home; and the latter prophelied, that this Divorce, would 1n- 
fallibly bring Schiſm into-theſe Kingdoms, And laſtly, This Divorce was de- 
clared Null by the Definitive Sentence of Clement the 71h, Thus careful, hath 
the Romer Paitour , and all good Carbsl1ques been , to preſerve the antient 
Doarine of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, in the matter of Divorce. 

. On the other nand,, that Dyvorce was managed by your Craymer , and. his 
Afociates; and was by Proteſtants, Lutherans, (except Melanchton) Zuinglians, 
Calviniſts, applauded, as that which gave a Beginning to their Goſpel in-theſe 
parts; in theſe words; O Bleſſed Marriage, which certainly was not without 
the Divine appointment, to deliver this Nation from &gyptian Darkneſs , and to
